I wounld not like to be per-
petnated in granite and bronze when writing
on a barrel. 1 doubt whether my posterity
woald admirs we in such & position.  Lincoln
has had a talle de nuit brought him on which
to rest his parchment. As Lincoln was an
apgnlar, tall, thin, and awkward mon, this
effigy is & great success, It is as great a
Success a8 the statue of Lincoln bafore the
eity buildings, and that makes one shiver. It
is g0 like.

Immediately below Lincoln sit, at three cor-
mers, Liberly, Justios, and Time. Of these old,
Time geems to be in the worse way. Liberty
aud Justios are doing pretty well, but Time
Beems Lo be very siok. Perhaps he don’t like
it, lshould think he wouldn’t.

On the next ledge appear gome twenty-five
People carrying on & violent altercation.

THE WABNINGTON MOXUMERT,

I ree that an effort is being made to com.
Jete the so-oslled Washington monnment
ere. 1 hope this will fail. The design,

taken from s walking-stick atnck in s pump-
kin, has oansed more langhter and curses
than even the Liucoln monument. If tha
ghait oould be run up, not to the helight
originally desjgned, but to its just proportion,
it wonuld do; and lovers of art will be grati-
fled lo gee an appropristion made lor guck &
purpoge.

Thia straining after originality on the part
of nuonltivated workers in stone snd Lropsza
is painful, The ravge of monamental design,
when presoribed by good taste aud & cnltivated
knowledge of the art, is limited. Lst any one
open & book devoted to this subject, and hLe
will be astonizhed te find how monuments
repeat each other., We pass from obeligk t=
pillar, from pillar to altar, from altar to arch,
| and return over the same groand. Bat it is
monetronsd for us, possessing snch world-re-
nowned artists ae Powers, Rogars, and & dozen
others, to be wastiog onr money, and shooking
good taste, by patronizing unskilled agd pre-
sumptoons laborera,

THE ROTUNDA,

Under the beantifal dome of the Capitol
one suflers the sharpast atiack of disgust.
The rotunda is marred by & collection of so-
called historical paintings that would scarcely

town., The shin pieces, as Randolph stigma-
tized Trumbull’s geries, are claimed to be
valuable- as historical relics, and as such
should be carefully removed to the Bmithso-
nian Institnte, where are to be fonnd (General
Wathington's small clothes. Certainly the
Ecenes are poorly executed, and if the
foceg are, as claimed, 8 ocorrect likeness,

must have been run in the same mould.

1t from these we pass to the later efforts,
we [ind in ore instance only any improvement,
I donot know whether the “Embarkation of
the Pi'lgrims’ would be 8o charming if exhi-
bited by itself, or seen surronnded by other
good paintings, but io this circle of helpless
medioerity and pretentions igeorance, one
hastens 1o and lingers delighted before it. The
gtory is told with charming effect. The beanty,
grace, finfeh land life are parts of the real faot,
that we feel going on before us.

We can find something to criticize in the
‘Landivg of Columbus'" or the *'Baptism of
Pocahontas.” The poor artists with feeble
imsgivationg have nopretendingly done their
work, aud gone their waye, and we go oura
with no memory of thair little efforts. This
cannot be eaid of oweil's **De Soto Discover-
ing the Migsissippi.’" It makes upon us a
violent agsault. \We caonot esoape it if we
would., The coloring, grouping, and drawing
make us feel for a pruknife or look about for
stones. The pretentious painter of historical
subjects excites the combative. We are
haunted by s monstrosity. The artist songht
to give ne De Sotodiscovering the Mississippi,
and he strangely leaves out Do Soto and the
Miggisgippi. We lovk in vala for either. In
their steads we have o brevet brigadier-gene-
ral in a pew unpiforin, on & fai, eleek war
horge, in & pictorial state of pawing and
gnorting. How the horse and rider got to the
Misgissippi, other thap throogh the special in-
position of Providence, bothers us, nunless we
take the sclntion offeied by the artist. The
Miggiesippi is not there.

The great fact, and the one we want, could
not get into the little mind of the little artist,
We ask for the indomitable explorer, worn
out by hard usage and an unbroken wilder-
nees, looking at the ivland sea, swespiog down
through melancholy wilds to the Gulf.

For this atrocious caricatures our Govern-
ment paid twenty-five thousand dollare, and,
after iwelve years of jeers and laughter, the
gamwe Government gives a commission to the
game Artist to paint another caricature, for the
| forther sum of twenty-five thonsand dollars,
| and this, too, with the evidence bafors it that

the artist is W. H. Powell, and none other.
When hie came here to hang sbout the lob-
bies snd buttonhole members of Congress, to
the rhame and disgust of al! true artists, who
will gtarve in their studios rather than beg for
| patronage, ha bronght with him the unhappy
paintivg uow at Colnmbus, called “‘Perry’s

De Sotlo. In place of the gallant sailor,

swingivg himself from the sinking veszel to

the open boat, begrimed with powder and
stained with blood, showing in his face only
an anxiety Lo aualch vietory from the jaws of
defeat, we have the *Black Avenger of the
Spsnish Main,” in & melodramatic attitnde
aud a gnperb uniform, defying the British lion
in an open boat,
‘ My subject carries ma beyond my presoribad
limit. We need bere the revival of & commis-
gion that oncs existed, made up of gentlemen
of taste, to serve without compensation, whose
coneent was necessary before & work could be
accepted. A commliszlon made up such gen-
tiemen as Mr, Josepl Longworth of Cincin-
| nati, Mr. Belmont of New York, and Charles
Francis Adams, would savejus money and re-
| putation, It e hard to realize, and yet it is
the fact, that it calls for as much onltivation,
in its way, to judge’ correctly of a work of art
a5 it does to create it. Members of Congre
are not renowned fn this way. Buat while they
call In experts when required to legislate im

reference to mechanios, each one feels at home |

| in art, and will vote away the people’s money
for monstrosities that make cultivated people
ghudder.
